The  activities  of  the  hontana  Industrial  Accident  Board  during  the  ^5th 
year  of  operation  are  described  in  the  following  summary  and  by  the  use  of 
statistical  tables. 

The  membership  cf  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  consisted  of  Robert  F. 
Swanberg,  Chairman;  Elmer  A.  Rude,  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Industry  and 
ex-officio  member  of  the  Eoard;  Glenn  0.  Lockwood,  Director  of  the  Bureau  of 
Rehabilitation  and  ex-officio  member  of  the  Board. 

PLAN  I. 

The  Board  continued  its  supervision  of  80  self -insured  employers,  with  a 
gross  annual  payroll  of  $130,^17,550.00  who  were  enrolled  under  Plan  I  of  the 
Workmen s  Compensation  Act.  There  were  two  more  firms  enrolled  under  Plan  I 
during  the  ^5th  year  than  were  enrolled  in  the  Wth  year. 

2,179  industrial  accidents  occurred  to  employees  of  self -insured  employers 
and  k6l   Claims  for  Compensation  were  filed  by  the  injured  workmen.  This  is  an 
increase  of  lk6   in  the  number  of  accidents  reported  and  a  decrease  of  106  in 
the  number  of  claims  filed. 

Self -insured  employers  reported  to  the  Board  that  they  had  paid  $7^0,558.11 
in  compensation  during  the  past  fiscal  year.  This  is  an  increase  in  compensa- 
tion payments  of  $6,^68.69  or  a  0.8$  increase  in  the  amount  of  compensation 
paid  on  18.7$  fewer  claims.  During  the  ^th  year  of  the  Workmen's  Compensa^'  ™ 
Act,  self -insured  employers  paid  $73'+>089.'+2  on  567  claims  or  a  cost  per 
claim  of  $1,29^.69.  The  payment  of  $7^0,558.11  during  the  ^5th  year  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act  on  *+6l  claims  represents  a  cost  per  claim  of 
vl,  606A2  or  a  2h°jo   increase  in  the  cost  per  claim. 

Self -insured  employers  reported  tc  the  Board  that  they  had  paid 
$196,658.39  for   medical,  hospital  and  burial  benefits  during  the  past  fiscal 
year.  This  represents  an  increase  of  $83,*+33'09  over  the  previous  year.  The 
amount  paid  for  medical,  hospital  and  burial  benefits  does  not  include  the 
amount  paid  under  hospital  contracts  or  the  amounts  paid  for  extra  medical 
expenses  by  firms  with  hospital  contracts,  inclusion  of  these  items  would 
make  the  total  amount  paid  for  medical,  hospital  and  burial  benefits  several 
times  larger. 

PLAN  II. 

There  were  U,8U0  employers  enrolled  under  Plan  II  of  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act  who  carried  their  Workmen's  Compensation  Coverage  with 
private  insurance  companies.  This  was  an  increase  of  287  firms  enrolled 
under  Plan  II.  The  direct  annual  premium  collected  by  the  private  insurance 
companies  for  writing  Workmen's  Compensation  Coverage  in  Montana  was  $2,^28,056 
during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

7*93^  industrial  accidents  occurred  to  employees  of  employers  enrolled 
under  Plan  II  and  1,190  Claims  for  Compensation  were  filed  by  injured  workmen. 
This  is  an  increase  of  772  in  the  number  of  accidents  reported  and  an  increase 
of  l60  in  the  number  of  claims  filed. 

Insurers  of  employers  enrolled  under  Plan  II  of  the  Workmen's  Compensa*. 
tion  Act  reported  to  the  Board  that  they  paid  $911, 587^15  in  compensation 
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during  the  past  fiscal  year»  This  is  a  decrease  of  $676.51  or  less  than  1$ 
decrease  in  the  amount  of  compensation  paid  on  15-5$  more  claims.  During  the 
Mrth  year  of  the  Workmen'?  <  •   pensati*  n  Ac,  the  ^usurers  p<3ld  $'"12,263.66  in

Insurers  of  employers  enrolled  under  Plan  II  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act  reported  to  the  Board  that  they  had  paid  $1+82, 86h.6k   for  medical,  hospital 
and  burial  benefits  during  the  past  fiscal  year.  This  represents  an  increase 
of  $9^,721.30  over  the  previous  year. 

PLAN  III. 

7,kk&   Ofilployers  were  enrolled  under  Plan  III  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act  of  Montana  and  carried  their  insurance  with  the  Industrial  Insurance  Fund 
administered  by  the  Industrial  Accident  Board.  This  is  -a  decrease  of  857  in 
the  number  of  employers  enrolled  under  Plan  III. 

Table  I  shows  the  number  of  firms  carrying  Workmen's  Compensation  Coverage, 
by  Plan,  for  the  past  10  fiscal  years. 

10,195  industrial  accidents  occurred  to  employees  of  employers  enrolled 
under  Plan  III  and  1,5^6  claims  for  compensation  were  filed  by  the  injured 
workmen.  This  is  a  decrease  of  119  in  the  number  of  accidents  reported  and 
a  decrease  of  l'+O  in  the  number  of  claims  filed. 

Table  II  shows  the  number  of  accidents  reported  and  the  number  of  claims 
for  compensation  filed  by  Plans  I,  II,  and  III  for  the  past  5  fiscal  years. 

The  Industrial  Insurance  Fund  paid  $2,150,1^0.19  in  compensation  during 
the  past  fiscal  year.  This  is  a  decrease  of  $153*930.91  or  a  6.9$  decrease 
in  the  amount  of  compensation  paid  on  8.3$  fewer  claims.  During  the  Mrth 
year  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  the  Industrial  Insurance  Fund  paid 
$2,30^,071-10  in  compensation  on  1,686  claims  for  a  cost  per  claim  of 
$1,366.59  or  a  10.3$  decrease  in  cost  per  claim.  The  payment  of  $2,150,1^0.19 
in  compensation  during  the  past  fiscal  year  on  1,5^-6  claims  represents  a  cost 
per  claim  of  $1,390.77  or  a  1.8$  decrease  in  cost  per  claim. 

The  Industrial  Insurance  Fund  paid  $800, 7^7«23  in  medical,  hospital 
and  burial  benefits  during  the  past  fiscal  year.  This  represents  an  increase 
in  benefits  of  $9,855*80  over  the  previous  year.

INDUSTRIAL  ACCIDENT  EOAFD  /-T'UNISTEATIVE  INCOME  MID  DISBURSEMENTS 

During  the  h^tii   year  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  $38^,^-86.71  was 
spent  in  the  administration  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  by  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board.  This  is  an  increase  of  $33>^97«99  in  administrative  costs  over 
the  With  year. 

The  cost  of  administration  of  the  Act  is  borne  by  the  assessment  on  self- 
insured  employers,  insurance  carriers,  and  the  Industrial  Insurance  Fund.  The 
maximum  assessment  provided  for  is  as  follows : 

Plan  I  .02%  of  the  gross  annual  payroll. 

Plan  II  3«25%  of  the  direct  annual  premium  written. 

Plan  III        10.00%  of  the  net  premium  income  of  the  Industrial 

Insurance  Fund.

Contributions  to  the  Second  Injury  Fund  were  made  on  6  cases  under 
Plan  III  and  2  cases  under  Plan  II  for  a  total  of  8  payments  to  the  Second 
Injury  Fund  during  the  past  year. 

CLAIM  LIABILITY 

The  estimated  unpaid  liability  on  incurred  claims  was  $4,621,712.17  as 
of  June  30,  i960.  This  is  an  increase  of  $212,236.17  over  the  total  as  of 
June  30,  1959. 

REFUNDS  TO  PARTICIPANTS 

Refunds  to  participants  to  the  Industrial  Insurance  Fund  totaling 


4>6oi?,Ol6.^>  wre  made  tw  approximately  j,8C0  employers,  A  year  ago  refunds 
totaling  $89,676.75  were  made  to  approximately  2,800  employers  having  a 
favorable  loss  experience, 

PREMIUM  CLASSIFICATIONS 

Preparations  for  the  adoption  of  the  premium  classifications  contained 
in  the  Workmen's  Compensation  and  Employer's  Liability  Insurance  Manual  issued 
by  the  National  Council  on  Compensation  Insurance  were  completed  and  scheduled 
to  become  effective  July  1,  i960.  The  adoption  of  these  classifications  was 
made  to  enable  the  Board  to  classify  more  accurately  the  wide  range  of  risks 
found  in  Montana  Industry. 

PREMIUM  ASSESSMENTS 

Plans  to  change  to  a  system  of  employer  assessment  of  premiums  from  the 
current  system  of  Fund  assessment  and  billing  were  also  completed  and  became 
effective  July  1,  i960. 

The  adoption  of  this  method  of  premium  assessment  was  made  with  three 
major  purposes  in  mind: 

1.  Reduction  in  the  delay  in  the  collection  of  premiums. 

2.  Reduced  administrative  costs  are  believed  possible  by  the 
elimination  of  billing  and  mailing  of  billings  and  receipts. 

3.  Reduction  in  the  delay  in  the  appraisal  of  premium  rates  due 
to  a  lack  of  premium  data. 

THE  OCCUPATIONAL  DISEASE  ACT 

Since  the  passage  of  the  Occupational  Disease  Act  by  the  legislature  of 
1959;  "the  Board  has  set  up  procedures  for  enrolling  employers.  Due  to  the 
lack  of  office  space  and  personnel  the  enrollment  of  employers  has  been  combiner' 
with  enrollments  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act.  Forms  for  enrollment 
provide  for  both  Acts.  This  dispenses  with  the  necessity  of  maintaining 
duplicate  files  on  each  employer. 

The  Act  creates  an  Occupational  Disease  Compensation  Fund.  The  legis- 
lature did  not  appropriate  any  money  from  which  to  pay  claims.  Therefore,  no 
claims  have  been  paid  in  behalf  of  employers  enrolled  under  Plan  III  of  the 
Act.  In  the  course  of  the  reclassification  of  employers,  provision  has  been 
made  in  the  premium  rate  schedule  for  Occupational  Disease  coverage.  The 
premium  income  to  the  fund  allocable  to  occupational  disease  will  be  set 
aside  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  I96O-6I  at  which  time  it  is  hoped  that 
even  though  the  legislature  does  not  appropriate  any  money  to  the  fund, 
there  will  be  sufficient  reserve  from  accumulated  premiums  to  justify  the 
payment  and  reserving  of  claims. 

\mong  employers  enrolled  under  Plan  I  of  the  Act,  2  Claims  for  Compensa- 
tion vere  made  and  approved. 

There  were  no  Claims  for  Compensation  against  employers  enrolled  under 
Plan  II  of  the  Act  during  the  year. 
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ACCIDENT  STATISTICS 

A  total  cf  20,  Zr0>   a-ci  cts  were  rn~y  rtod  to  t1  c  Boa .  1  vy  all  three 
plans  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act.  This  is  an  increase  of  approximately 
hfo   over  the  44th  year  total  of  19,489*  Figures  obtained  from  the  Unemployment 
Compensation  Commission  indicated  that  employment,  excluding  agriculture,  was 
about  2Jffo   less  than  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

During  the  45th  fiscal  year  a  total  of  68  fatal  accidents  was  reported 
to  the  Industrial  Accident  Board.  This  is  an  increase  of  9  in  'the  number  of 
fatal  accidents  from  last  year's  total  of  59« 

A  special  summary  of  the  fatal  accidents  will  be  found  on  the  following 
pages. 

As  we  have  stated  in  previous  reports  the  limited  information  reported 
in  some  cases  necessitates  that  we  base  some  of  our  conclusions  on  assumptions, 
and  that  not  all  of  the  accidents  reported  prove  to  be  compensable. 

Cause  factors  of  all  accidents,  both  fatal  and  non-fatal,  are  summarized 
through  the  use  of  various  tables.  These  tables  will  be  found  on  the  follow- 
ing pages. 

No  significant  changes  were  apparent  in  a  comparison  with  last  year's 
figures.

The  report  presented  herewith  summarizes  the  operations  and  activities  of 
the  Department  of  Safety  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board.  This  account  includes 
inspections  and  educational  services. 

The  department  is  primarily  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  Laws  of  Montana  relating  to  Industrial  Safety.  The  chief  function 
is  the  prevention  of  accidents  in  places  of  employment.  Services  performed 
include:  Inspections  of  places  of  employment  that  are  deemed  hazardous,  in- 
spections of  boilers  and  steam  machinery,  examining  and  licensing  of  qualified 
persons  to  operate  steam  boilers  and  machinery,  educational  safety  programs, 
first  aid  instruction,  and  enforcement  of  codes,  standards  and  safety  regu- 
lations. 

Montana's  rank  in  number  of  fatal  and  injurious  accidents  continues 
among  the  very  highest.  Statistics  for  1959  show  Montana  ranked  46th  among 
50  states  with  a  rate  of  85. k   per  100,000  persons.  The  National  rate  is 
51.6.  Many  of  the  work  fatalities  occurred  in  motor  vehicle  accidents  and 
in  agriculture. 

The  need  for  promotional  and  educational  programs  in  preventing  occupation- 
al injuries  is  being  recognized  by  more  and  more  employers  and  employees.  The 
desire  of  an  employer  to  make  a  monetary  saving  through  a  reduction  of  accidents 
plus  an  effort  to  protect  the  life  and  limb  of  his  employees  has  brought  about 
a  recognition  of  the  value  of  safety  programs.  Employees  are  coming  to  the 
1  ligation  that  Workmen's  Compensation  benefits  are  net  a  replacement  for 
..  :t  wages  and  that  disfigurement  may  be  the  penalty  for  a  careless  act.  A 
s.'„>iiificant  and  encouraging  sign  of  recognition  of  the  need  for  safety  train- 
lug  has  been  indicated  by  the  greatly  increased  safety  program  requests  and 
attendance  at  these  meetings. 

The  activities  of  the  Department  of  Safety  have  been  supplemented  to  a 
great  extent  during  the  past  year  by  promotion  of  first  aid  and  educational 
safety  programs.  A  significant  /-eduction  of  disabling  injuries  has  been 
achieved  where  representatives  ox'   the  department  have  instituted  this  type  of 
plan.  Five  and  possibly  more  lives  were  saved  during  the  past  year  by  persons 
who  viewed  a  first  aid  film  on  artificial  respiration  shown  by  the  Safety 
Department.  Safety  training  should  be  considered  equal  in  importance  to 
other  phases  of  job  training.  Plants  with  a  properly  organized  and  function- 
ing safety  committee  have  consistently  shown  much  better  safety  records  and 
proportional  increased  profits. 

An  increased  emphasis  is  being  put  on  off-the-job  safety.  Recreation, 
home  and  traffic  safety  instruction  should  be  an  integral  part  of  plant 
safety  programs.  In  order  to  be  completely  effective  a  safety  program 
mat   include  "Safety  Everywhere — All  The  Time".  Here  again,  the  increased 
uenefi.ts  to  both  employer  and  employee  are  obvious.  The  recognition  of 
hazardous  conditions  and  molding  of  safe  attitudes  does  not  end  at  the 
completion  of  a  work  shift. 
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An  employee's  time-loss  because  of  a  disabling  work  injury  may  be  only  a 
small  part  of  the  cost  of  an  accident.  The  damage  to  property,  machines, 
materials  and  loss  of  manpower  and  productivity  may  greatly  exceed  the  medical 
and  compensation  costs.  In  addition  to  the  losses  incurred,  these  accidents 
whether  injurious  or  non-injurious  may  bring  about  an  increase  in  insurance 
premiums.  A  strong  accident  prevention  effort,  therefore,  is  necessary  if 
industry's  trend  of  rising  costs  of  accidents  is  to  be  reversed.  Many  employ- 
ers fail  to  realize  that  the  invisible  costs  cannot  be  entirely  covered  by 
insurance.  The  plant  with  an  established  safety  program,  one  that  compiles 
accident  statistics,  requires  investigations  of  all  accidents  and  encourages 
first  aid  training,  is  an  operation  that  is  rewarded  with  increased  profits 
because  of  reduced  operating  costs  and  better  employer-employee  relations. 

High  injury  rates  are  commonly  found  where  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
work  is  done  out  of  doors  and  where  physical,  manual  labor  is  involved.  This 
is  particularly  so  in  logging,  construction  and  agriculture.  Other  contributirv 
factors  are  season  employment,  smaller  and  older  establishments  and  casual 
employment.  Cooperation  with  many  of  these  industries  is  often  lacking.  The 
disregard  and  misunderstanding  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Laws  coupled 
with  evasive  tactics  continue  to  hamper  the  field  men  in  their  efforts  to 
bring  about  compliance  with  regulations.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  some 
firms  in  these  high-rate  industries  have  gone  far  toward  development  of  acci- 
dent prevention  incentive.  This  has  been  done  with  improved  engineering, 
modernization  of  plant  and  equipment,  and  occupational  first  aid  training. 

The  fiscal  period  showed  a  kfy   increase  in  reported  work  injuries  and  a 
decrease  of  2^fo   in  employment.  This  can  be  partly  attributed  to  a  major 
strike  which  occurred  during  the  year  and  also  to  better  injury  reporting 
procedures!  Many  injuries  were  reported  by  workmen,  unemployed  because  of 
the  strike,  who  had  taken  employment  in  trades  they  were  unacquainted  with. 
Hiring  of  untrained  workmen  in  hazardous  industries  in  order  to  make  up  for 
suspension  or  delay  is  also  a  common  problem. 

PROCEDURE  AMD  ACTIVITY 

A  continuation  of  the  procedures  incorporated  two  years  ago  is  in- 
creasing the  effectiveness  of  the  field  personnel  in  their  contact  with 
employers  and  employees.  The  field  personnel  have  become  more  proficient 
in  their  respective  categories  with  increased  experience  and  training.  The 
coding  of  injuries  and  major  industries  by  a  code  clerk  in  the  department 
has  resulted  in  a  more  rapid  and  accurate  investigation  and  inspection. 
During  the  coming  year  it  is  hoped  that  Supervisors  Training  Courses  in 
safety  similar  to  First  Aid  Courses  can  be  established.  These  classes  will 
be  for  the  purpose  of  providing  foremen  and  supervisors  with  the  basic  funda- 
mentals of  accident  prevention.  This  will  help  to  develop  safe  attitudes  and 
the  detection  of  unsafe  conditions  and  work  practices. 

Through  the  statistical  department  it  is  possible  to  determine  which 
plants  in  an  industry  are  having  the  most  injuries  or  are  operating  with  a 
.loss  ratio.  When  this  has  been  determined,  the  accident  experience  of  this 
/ii".  is  then  analyzed  as  to  types  of  accidents,  the  frequency  of  accidents 
t..'l  occupations  involved.  A  comparison  is  then  made  of  the  present  months 
operation  with  the  preceding  months  or  a  year.  This  data  is  made  available 
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to  the  field  men  who  are  then  prepared  to  discuss  with  the  employer  and 
employees  the  types  of  o.ar  '.dents  occurring  and  the  possible  ways  and  means 
of  making  corrections.  A  copy  of  the  injury  record  is  made  available  to  the 
employer  or  supervisor. 

Visual  education  has  been  recognized  as  one  of  the  outstanding  media  of 
creating  safety  consciousness.  The  Department  uses  a  l6  mm  sound  projector 
and  a  35  mm  slide  projector  for  film  showings.  Seven  outstanding  safety 
films  have  been  purchased  and  are  shown  in  various  types  of  industry  through- 
out the  state.  The  slide  films  are  those  that  have  been  taken  with  a  camera 
made  available  to  the  field  inspectors.  Some  of  these  pictures  show  viola- 
tions of  safety  codes  and  improper  work  methods,  which,  when  viewed  by  those 
in  violation,  materially  assist  in  the  correction  of  conditions.  In  addition 
to  films  and  slides,  safety  graphs  and  statistical  charts  are  used  as  effec- 
tive and  interesting  safety-teaching  lessons.  Visual  aids  are  definitely 
getting  better  results  because  they  create  interest  without  sacrificing 
safety  training. 

Some  progress  is  being  made  in  safety  education  of  those  engaged  in 
the  agricultural  industry  but  a  significant  decrease  in  costly  accidents 
cannot  be  achieved  because  this  group  is  exempt  from  Workmen's  Compensation 
Laws.  However,  an  increased  interest  on  the  part  of  the  organized  groups  from 
this  industry,  such  as  k—E,    County  Extension  Services,  Montana  Rural  Safety 
Committee,  a  Montana  Farm  Publication  and  others,  indicates  an  understanding 
of  the  importance  in  dealing  with  this  safety  problem.  Several  requests 
have  been  made  to  bhe  Department  of  Safety  for  Safety  and  First  Aid  Programs 
and  demonstrations.  A  total  of  17  programs  were  held  during  the  past  fiscal 
;  car,  an  increase  of  13  from  the  previous  year. 

With  the  increased  safety  services  provided  to  public  employees  it  has 
been  possible  to  coHect  more  data  in  this  field.  This  has  resulted  in  more 
accurate  accident  reporting  which  in  turn  makes  it  possible  to  better  evaluate 
information.  The  development  of  injury  data  makes  it  possible  to  establish 
more  positive  programs  for  the  prevention  of  public  employee  injuries.  The 
importance  of  keeping  accident  and  injury  statistics  by  state,  county  and 
city  departments  is  continually  stressed.  Occupational  job  placement  and 
lack  of  proper  training  is  still  a  problem  and  is,  perhaps,  the  major  reason 
why  the  injury  frequency  is  so  high  among  public  employees. 

The  revision  of  the  boiler  inspection  and  license  fees  by  the  State 
Legislature  during  the  latter  part  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year  resulted  in 
an  increase  in  income  necessary  to  meet  expenses  to  operate  this  section  of 
the  department.  Fewer  certificates  were  issued  due  to  strikes  and  a  declin- 
ing market.  An  increase  in  special  inspection  activities  was  noted,  such  as 
emergency  and  cast  iron  boilers  in  public  buildings  and  state  institutions. 

The  inspectors  in  the  logging  and  sawmill  industry  devoted  considerable 
time  to  safety  programs,  first  aid  instruction  and  consultant  work  in  addition 
!,o  inspections  and  investigations.  The  basic  problems  continue  in  many  of  the 
lodging  operations;  poor  equipment,  insufficient  guarding,  lack  of  training, 
bhe  disregard  of  safety  codes,  and  the  signed  waiver  make  this  industry 
jxtremely  troublesome.  Many  employers  in  this  field  have  realized  gratify - 
in: ,  results  from  first  aid  and  safety  programs. 
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Production  in  the  coa]  and  metal  mines  in  Montana  shov/ed  a  decline. 
This  resulted  in  a  decline  in  employment  in  these  fields  and  a  reduction  in 
work  injuries.  The  duties  of  the  mine  inspectors  include  safety  activities 
in  other  industries  such  as  quarrying,  milling  and  smelting,  cement,  vermiculite 
and  gypsum  production  and  oil  and  gas  extraction.  A  reduction  in  coal  produc- 
tion made  possible  the  inclusion  of  oil  field  safety  work  in  the  duties  of 
the  coal  mine  inspector  and  provided  this  industry  with  a  needed  safety 
consultant.  The  statistical  production  data  is  not  included  in  this  safety 
report. 

The  number  of  inspectors  in  the  department  remained  the  same  as 
preceding  year;  three  general  industry,  including  agriculture  and  construction, 
two  logging  and  sawmill  inspectors,  two  mineral  extraction  or  mine  inspectors 
and  three  boiler  inspectors. 

Four  men  of  the  inspection  staff  and  two  administrative  are  now 
authorized  to  teach  Standard  and  Advanced  First  Aid. 

Two  more  inspectors  received  training  at  the  Industrial  Safety 
Institute  in  Chicago.  The  Mining  and  Smelting  Safety  Code  Committee  completed 
a  draft  copy  of  the  proposed  safety  code  for  these  industries. 

Some  revisions  were  made  in  the  Investigation  Report  Forms  and  in 
the  Safety  and  Boiler  Certificates. 

In  the  interest  of  economy  the  Department  of  Safety  replaced  two 
v. -hides  with  compact  cars  and  others  will  be  substituted  as  replacements 
become  necessary. 

The  requests  for  safety  services  including  safety  programs,  First 
Aid  Programs,  inspections  and  regulatory  activities  more  than  tripled  during 
the  fiscal  year. 

A  good  basic  visual  aids  program  is  being  established  and  its  expansion 
in  dependent  on  the  funds  available.  Purchase  of  a  35  mm  slide  projector  and 
the  addition  of  three  new  safety  training  films  has  helped  to  meet  the  demand 
for  safety  services. 
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
